WASHINGTON, Aug. 12—'| 
James R. Hoffa was accused 
today of perpetuating criminals 
in office in the Teamsters 
union because he is too “fright- 
ened” to get rid of them. 

The charge was made by 
Robert F. Kennedy, counsel to | 
the Senate labor rackets in- 
vestigating committee’ in the 
course of a long interrogation | 
of the stocky Teamsters union 
president about his tie-ups 
with underworld characters and 
his myriad investments § in 
firms in association with per- | 
sons to whom he had lent 
union money 


Long List of Aids. 

Kennedy ticked off a long 
list of persons now in positions 
of power in Hoffa's 1,500,000 | 
member union and wanted to | 
know what Hoffa had done to | 
remove them from office. 
Most of them, as Kennedy 
read off their records, were 
convicted of offenses having | 
nothing to do with legitimate 
trade union activity. 

“Are you frightened of these 
people, is that the reason you 
have done nothing to get rid 
of them”? Kennedy asked Hoffa. 

“I don’t frighten very easily,” | 
Hoffa snapped. “And I resent 
the implication that I am con- 
trolled by gangsters.” 

He admitted that he had tak- 
en no steps against the hood- 
lum officers but said “‘this situ- 
ation will be cleared up.” 

That is substantially what he 
told the eommittee in appear- 
ance as a witness last fall and 
the Senators’ continuing inter- 
est in Hoffa’s stewardsm, is 
prompted by his conceded fai: 
ure to take any steps to rid the 
union of hoodlum leaders. 

‘Not Tough Enough.’ 

“Tl do not think you are 
tough enough to get rid of 
these people,” Kennedy told 


Hoffa. “They are in every sec- | 


tion of the country, including 
the Central Conference.” 

Hoffa hedged by stating that 
“the membership has the right 
to pick the people they want 
to represent them.” 

He was quizzed about having 
interceded with the liquor con- 
trol board of Michigan to help 
get a license for an acquaint- 
ance who could not obtain one 
on his own because of his po- 
lice record.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.,

Important differences are 
still to be reconciled before 
the American position is pre- 
sented to the 8l-nation assem- 
bly. The approach  béing 
urged by Henry Cabot Lodge, 
permanent United States dele- 
gate, differs radically from that 
advocated recently by Dulles. 

Lodge believes that any ef- 
fort to create a United Nations 
police force to restrain or pre- 
vent indirect aggression will 
meet massive resistance in the 
Assembly. He is convinced 
/moreover that such a force 
could not be effective in. the 
complex situation prevailing 
today in the Middle East. 

Dulles’s Position. 

Dulles has been arguing ‘for 
pushing the .case against the 
Communists on the ground 
that indirect aggression is the 
major threat to peace in the 
area. Whether he will want to 
go so far as to include a de- 
mand for a U.N. pledge to re- 
frain from such aggression, 
with a U.N. force to see that 
the pledge is lived up to, is one 
of the principal questions to be 
answered today. 

Dulles reached New York at 
midday. Before leaving Wash- 
ington he said he expected the 
Assembly. to take “a positive 
action which will tend to sta- 
bilize the situation specifically 
in Lebanon and Jordan and es- 
tablish practices in the area 
and constructive developments 
which will make peace and 
well-being more assured.”

The United States at present 
has virtually no H-bomb sheit- 
ers and according to official 
figures only about 1,000.000 
trained civil defense workers. 

The House Military Opera-

entered their seventh week,

posts required for detection of 
clandestine atomic tests 

The western delegation, in 
turn, was reported on re-ex- 
amination to have modified its 
insistence on @ertain types of 
detection posts in any interna- 
tional control system. 

This convergence of views 
has been worked out i. a series 
of private discussions between 
Dr. James B. Fisk, chairman of 
the western delegation, and 
Prof. Y. K. Fedorov, head of 
the Communist .eam of scien- 
tists. In these closed-door, in- 
formal meetings, the two sides 
have settled down to intense 
negotiations and bargaining 
over how many stations would 
be required, how far apart 
they should bec placed, and 
what size of atomic explosions 
should be detectable in any 
control systein.

The technical talks being 
held here represent the first 
time that the Soviet proposal 


has been explored to see how 
far the Soviet Union would go 
in permitting establishment of 
international control posts 
within its territory. Recent 
speeches by Soviet officials and 
press commentaries from Mos- 
cow had indicated the Soviet 
Union would not go far. 

In these technical negotia- 
tions, however, the Soviet dele- 
gation has proved extremely 
desirous of reaching agree- 
ment, even at the price of con- 
cessions to the western posi- 
tion. 

The two sides resumed their 
formal discussions on a control 
system yesterday, following an- 
other private session between 
Dr. Fisk and Prof. Fedorov. 

The brief communique is- 
sued after the meeting gave no 
indication of progress made 
The common expectation on 
both sides, however, is_ that 
the talks will be successfully 
concluded this week.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP) 
—Pressure is increasiag in the 
Senate for legislation to halt 
scheduled reductions in cotton 
and rice acreage next year. 

Senator Herman E. Talmadge 
(Dem.), Georgia, said yesterday 
if Congress fails to act before 
adjournment “it will precipi- 
tate an agricultural crisis which 
will destroy the cotton econ- 
omy of the United States.” 

Senator John Stennis (Dem.), 
Mississippi, said: ““There should 
be no thought of adjournment 
until we have acted on a farm 
bill.” 

. The House rejected a general 
farm bill last week and there 
seemed to be no disposition on 


the part of Democratic lead- 
ers there to try again. The 
bill would have permitted 


larger cotton and rice plant- 
ings, among other things. 

Under, the present farm law 
formula, based on the supply 
situation and other factors, 
cotton acreage is due to be cut 
22 per cent next year and rice 
acreage 45 per cent. Farmers 
exceeding their allotments 
would be subject to severe fi- 
nancial penalties. 

Senator Allen J. Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, said thou- 
sands of small cotton and rice 
farmers in the South might be 
1orced from their lands unless 
the situation changes. 

Talmadge’s Proposal. 

Talmadge proposed as a last 
resort a bill that would hold 
cotton acreage allotments at 
not less than those of last year. 
He said he was willing to do 
the same thing for rice. Other 
Southern Senators pledged 
their support to Talmadge.

The Hercules; a solid-fuel 
rocket-propelled missile, has a

The Senators recalled the. 
fight that occurred in 1953 
when Rickover was promoted 
from captain after the inter- 
cession of members of Con- 
gress and then Secretary of 
the Navy Robert Anderson. A 
board of admirals, which con- | 
trols promotions, twice passed | 
over Rickover. 

“Congress saved him before 
and it is my hope that if nec- 
essary Congress can save him 
again,” Senator Clinton C. An- 
derson (Dem.), New Mexico, | 
told the Senate. 

He said members of the 
House-Senate Atomic Energy 
Committee conferred recently | 
with Secretary of the Navy! 
Thomas S. Gates about retain- 
ing Rickover’s services. 

Senator Anderson was joined 
by Senators Henry M. Jackson 
(Dem.), Washington, and Hu- 
bert H. Humpnrey (Dem.), Min- 
nesota, in demanding that the 
Navy give Rickover three stars. 

Two Republican Senators — 
Norris Cotton of New Hamp- 
shire and Jacob Javits of New 
York—spoke warm tributes to 


Rickover. They also praised 
Anderson for championing 
Rickover.

In a column published in the 
Pust-Dispatch Aug. 4, the day be- 
fore the primary election in which 
Bob .Smith was seeking the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for U.S. Rep- 
resentative from the Eleventh 
Congressional District, Mr. Pear- 
son incorrectly implied that Lieut.

Nothing to Worry About 


It is disappointing to see the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission responding to the United 
Nations report on fallout with nothing better 
than the same old tired defensiveness. .With 
the assumption of the chairmanship by John 
A. McCone, there seemed cause for hope that 
the commission would reopen a long-closed 
mind on this question. 

The report of the U.N. Scientific Commit- 
tee on the Effects of Atomic Radiation piles 
evidence on top of evidence already supplied 
by some of the most distinguished scientists 
of the world that continued uncontrolled 
nuclear explosions would run grave risks to 
mankind. The committee finds that radio- 
active poisons already released into the at- 
mosphere may cause eventually as many as 
150,000 cases of leukemia and up to 100,000 
major genetic defects in the world’s popula- 
tion. If nuclear tests are continued indef- 
initely these figures may rise to as many 
as 60,000 leukemia cases and 40,000 major 
genetic defects a year, the 15-nation commit- 
tee reports. 

These do not seem to us eventualities suit- 
able for dismissing with a shrug of the shoul- 
der. Yet the AEC receives them noncha- 
lantly. It notes with pleasure that the U.N. 
commission recognized there was no certainty 
additional cases of leukemia and bone cancer 
would be produced. It appears to take con- 
siderable comfort in the fact that the esti- 
mated genetic changes from fallout were 
smaller than estimated genetic changes from 
natural radiation. 


This line, oft-iterated under Chairman 
Strauss and now repeated under McCone, 
is, based on tacit assumptions so dangerously 
nonsensical that they ought to be brought 
out and looked at for what they are. 


Assumption 1: There is no use bothering 
about fallout unless we can be absolutely 
positive it is doing us harm. Few things in 
life are as positive as all this. It is not even 
certain beyond all peradventure that one 
would be killed by jumping out a tenth-story 
window. However, the strong suspicion that 
it would not be healthful is enough to deter- 
mine the conduct of most reasonable people. 


Assumption 2: Even if fallout is doing 
some harm, it is not doing as much harm as 
natural radiation, and therefore is acceptable. 
We cannot do anything about natural radia- 
tion. We can do everything about fallout, by 
stopping or limiting the explosion of nuclear 
weapons, under adequate safeguards. The 
very fact that there is so much natural radia- 
tion is an added reason for not increasing it 
artificially, rather than the other way around. 


Assumption 3: Even if fallout should even- 
tually prove quite hostile to human life on 
the planet, it will be early enough to start 
doing something about it when that point is 
reached. If that point should ever be reached, 
there would be nothing anyone could do 
about it. 


The only safe and sensible course is to act 
on the preponderant indications, to act now, 
and to be undeterred in that purpose by the 
soft words of self-deception which the AEC 
continues to spoon-feed to the American 
public. 


Helping Shape Public Opinion 

Ordinarily local political organizations are 
content with getting the vote out on primary 
day and again at the general election. Not 
often does a local group*take seriously its 
opportunity to be an educative force in the 
community. But that is just what the United 
Young Democrats of St. Louis County are 
making of themselves. 

This energetic organization has set up a 
group within itself to study important issues, 
such as foreign aid and reciprocal trade, and 
to evoke membership diseussion. After an 
extensive exchange of views, the members 
then take an official position through ma- 
jority action on resolutions embodying a sum- 
mary of the views. 

Recent resolutions favoring five-year ex- 
tension of the Reciprocal Trade Act and con- 
tinuation of mutual security, including expan- 
sion of the cultural exchange program, have 
been sent to Senators Hennings and Syming- 
ton and the area’s Representatives. 

The United Young Democrats of St. Louis 
County set an excellent example for other 
local party organizations. 


For City Voters to Decide 


Mayor Tucker went to extreme lengths to 
demonstrate his advocacy of charter changes 
by signing the three aldermanic bills which 
will put eight charter amendments on the 
Nov. 4 ballot. He opposes two of the amend- 
ments. 

Since the Mayor's signature on bills is as 
much a part of the legislative process as the 
Board of Aldermen’s passage of them, Mr. 
Tucker easily could have justified vetoing 
the proposals he doesn’t approve. But he is 
drawing a distinction between ordinances 
which legislate and ordinances which simply 
put charter propositions before the voters. 
He is helping put all eight amendments up 
to the people. 

The Mayor heartily favors the proposals 
which would divide the catch-all Department 
of Public Welfare into three separate and 
logical departments, and which would remove 
the $10,000 ceiling on top administrative 
positions. It is now all but impossible to find 
competent men willing to accept such lim- 
ited remuneration. And the break-up of the 
Department of Public Welfare—which now 
controls almost everything from leaf-raking 
in the parks to surgery in the city’s hos- 
pitals—should make for efficiency, economy 
and better service. 

The Mayor agrees that the Fire Depart- 
ment should be given independent depart- 
mental status, but he is right in arguing that 
a 56-hour week for firemen should not be 
written into the charter. This can be achieved 
by legislative or administrative action as soon 
as it becomes feasible. The Aldermen were 
reluctant to impose taxes sufficient to meet 
the city’s current needs, so it is especially 
unwise to set up rigid standards of hours and 


pay. 

The Mayor also opposes the elimination of 
merit as the basis for salary increases, pro- 
motions and lay-offs. The aldermanic pro- 
posal _would make seniority the chief con- 
sideration. Since state law does not permit 
the city to establish a suitable retirement and 
pension system, such a change could mean 
a growing number of superannuated em- 
ployes. Municipal jobs would not offer 
younger, more energetic people the attrac- 
tions of promotion and premium pay. 

Between now and November the voters 


should acquaint themselves with the proposed 
amendments. Then, 
they will be able to 
from the undesirable. The Mayor is leaving 
that to them. ‘ 


A Duty to the Tennessee Valley 


With only a few days of the congressional 
session remaining, the House owes a heavy 
duty to that great region of our country 
which is in the Tennessee River Valley. — 

It is a duty that weighs particularly on 
House Democrats, since theirs is pre-emi- 
nently the party which has brought the de- 
velopment of the Tennessee Valley to where 
it stands today. 


The Tennessee Valley Authority is oper- 
ating under the han of lacking adequate 
means of financing. This is an arbitrary and 
unreasonable handicap imposed upon it by 
the prolonged inability of Congress to make 
a plain business decision. If TVA were a 
private operation, solvent and successful as 
it is, it would be able to arrange financing 
with utmost ease. 


As a Government operation, it must either 
have appropriations or authority from Con- 
gress to raise the funds it requires by selling 
bonds. Since the onset of the Eisenhower 
Administration, Congress has turned away 
from the appropriation method. Yet for three 
years it has been unable to makg up its mind 
about the exact form of self-financing to per- 
mit as an alternative. 


The Senate has now passed the TVA’ bond 
authority bill. The House Public Works Com: 
mittee has approved it. For a short time last 
week it looked as though the House Rules 
Committee, headed by the vindictively anti- 
TVA Howard Smith of Virginia, would shelve 
the bill. But Speaker Rayburn intervened, 
and the committee reconsidered. 

Not much time is left for the House to 
complete the legislation by voting on the 
bill, but it should not think of going home 
before this essential task is done. As Con- 
gress’s agent, TVA has contracted to furnish 
the electric power supply of the Tennessee 
Valley. There is no other source. Having 
accepted the responsibility through its agent, 
Congress cannot simply walk away from it. 


Beyond Dr. Jung’s Ability 

The people who believe that saucers are 
for astral navigation rather than for tea- 
sipping, it seems, misrepresented the eminent 
Swiss psychologist, Dr. Jung. By distorting 
a 1954 interview, they came up with a state- 
ment that he believed that “unidentified fly- 
ing objects” are real and intelligently guided. 


When the report reached Zurich, Dr. Jung 
denied it, and he added a few understanding 
words about those who would have him one 
of their number. He believes that these peo- 
ple think they saw crockery in the sky, he 
said not without sympathy. “Their minds 
are cornered by the bad situation in which 
our world is today. They are in need of an- 
swers.to their anxious questions, answers 
which nobody can give them. That is why 
they let their fantasy run on lines of flying 
saucers. ... 4" 

These people need a “savior.” And they 
find one among those other-earthlings hover- 
ing in space, waiting for an opportunity to 
“instruct” and to “help” us. Dr. Jung be- 
lieves, alas, that he will never see a flying 
saucer. He has done much to help those who 
find the world too ominous. He has, offered 
them confidence and courage. But he can- 
not introduce them to astralites ready to turn 
a vale of tears into a bower of roses. 


Adequate to the Nation’s Needs 


Having been approved by the House and 
the Senate, the Reciprocal Trade Extension 
Act now is on President Eisenhower’s desk, 
awaiting his signature. This hardly will be 
long delayed. The legislation does not give 
the President everything he asked, but it 
meets his major specifications—and the na- 
tion’s needs. 

Under this act, the Hull tariff policy is ex- 
tended for four years rather than for five, 
but this is sufficient to enable the United 
States to deal effectively with Europe’s new 
Common Market; and that was the the prime 
reason for requesting a longer-than-usual 
extension. 

Tariff cuts are allowed up to 20 per cent 
rather than the 25 per cent asked by Mr. 
Eisenhower. On the whole, this too is satis- 
factory because if the authorization is not 
utilized in one year, it is carried over to the 
next; and cuts may become effective even 
after the expiration of the extension. 


The right of Congress to over-ride the 
President in certain cases may be an unhappy 
“foot in the door,” a precedent for a more 
serious limitation of this kind in the future. 
But in a less than perfect world, all is well 
if bridges are successfully crossed one at a 
time. Fundamentally, the new legislation re- 
news the trade policy which is essertial if 
the United ‘States is to maintain good rela- 
tions with other nations in other spheres. 
And as such, it is not the least of the achieve- 
ments of this Congress. 


Tension in Formosa Strait 


Tension has risen in the Formosa Strait 
again but this time only Chiang Kai-shek 
seems to believe Red China is making ready 
to seize his island stronghold. 


The situation is embarrassing to the United 
States because of the tie-up in Lebanon. It 
harasses the nervous Chiang’ It creates the 
impression in small countries that when Red 
China flexes its muscles the Western na- 
tions tremble. At least it does mean that 
Washington has to keep one eye on the Far 
East when it would like to devote both eyes 
to the Middle East. 


According to the latest reports, the build- 
up does not seem powerful enough for an 
assault on Formosa itself. That would seem 
to indicate that, at most, the Red Chinese 
are hopeful that Chiang, particularly if the 
United States presses him, will abandon some 
of, the less important offshore islands. Or 
Peiping may be simply watching to see how 
the United States will react to a probe. 

There have been flareups in the Formosa 
Strait before and there may be many more. 
It can be argued that Peiping is pushing for 
a bolder policy by the Communist bloc and 
will attack Formosa if it sees the slightest 
weakness on Washington’s part. But Red 
China is dependent on Russia for arms and 
Moscow seems interested just now in polit- 
ical, economic and diplomatic rather than 
military action.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12. 
“AND HERE IS DOUGLAS EDWARDS—with the 
news,” says the announcer, night after night, year after 
year. (Eleven years, as a matter of fact.) Then there swims 
into view Mr. Edwards’s unsmiling phiz, probably the most

All radio newscasters I ever knew loathed 
being early for a broadcast and, since it is incon- 
ceivable that they arrive late, the only alternative 
is to arrive exactly on time. And I don’t mean on 
the minute; I mean on the second. Edwards carries 
this scary tradition over into television. He walks 
leisurely from his office in Grand Central Ter- 
minal to the studios in Grand Central which he 
knows as a nice three and a half minute walk and 
for which he allows just three and a half minutes. 


“I perform best when I’m not rattled. If I have only 
two minutes, I have to run the first half and if I trip, 
I'm off the air. But I find that if I come into the studio 
with just half a second or so to air time, just enough 
time to get myself seated and my mouth open, I don't 
have time to be nervous.” 

He is off the air at 5:59 p.m. and if the 6:15 show 
is on tape that evening, he says good night leisurely to 
the staff and strolls unhurriedly to the 6:02 which bears 
him to his home in Weston, Conn. It’s almost as if they 
ran that train just for him. 

Edwards thinks there is not nearly enough news on 
television. “TV should be more like radio in that respect. 
There are news reports on radio every hour.” What about 
an ideal news show? “Well the ideal time would be 11 
to 11:30 every night. That would give us time to edit the 
news correctly. We'd have to expand Howard K. Smith's 
segment from Washington, to do five minutes of local 
news and then five minutes devoted to Broadway reviews 
and entertainment, to do depth interviews and just about 
anything else you wanted.”

Edwards thinks also there should be a TV 
newSast aimed at children. “Actually, children 
watch my present show quite a bit. At least I get 
a lot of mail from them usually with a line saying: 
‘Please write me all you know about Communism 
because I’m doing a term paper and I need it by 
Friday.’ It’s a good sign—that se many kids watch 
adult news shows—but there should be a show 
beamed right at the children. A lot of people 
have toyed with the idea ef doing it but nobody 
has done it.” 


WHAT OTHER SHOWS would he like to do? 

“I'd like to do a science show—mostly on medicine. 
I'd like to do a travel program somewhat like the old 
‘Adventure’ series. TV is good at that—taking you places— 
and it should do it more often.” 

What were the most exciting things in the last 11 
teeming years? “The Salk vaccine story was the biggest 
thrill, I think, because it promised so much—the end of 
polio—and then it didn’t disappoint us. After that: The 
sinking of the Andrea Doria two years ago. I went down 

. to Newport to get the Coast Guard to take me out to the 
* disabled ship. Thousands of people—including scores of 
¢ reporters—were there trying to do the same thing. I found 
out how much it helps to be on TV. The man in charge 
recognized me and we made it to the ship just before it 

‘ went down. It was perfect timing.” 
He sighed: “I don’t get to do that kind of on-the-spot 


reporting as often as I'd like.”

AT $40 AN HOUR, plus time 
and a half after 6 p.m. and on 
weekends, life can be beautiful 
for a male model. 

The pay isn’t quite as good 
as what the gals get (nothing 
extra for underwear or bath- 
ing suit poses, for instance), 
but he doesn't have to visit the 
beauty parlor, carry a hat 
or worry too much about grow- 
ing old.

Third installment of St. 
Loutsan Dr. Thomas A. Doo- 
ley’s story of his medical 
mission in Laos.

ONE DAWN we were sitting 
around our not-yet-completed 
house eating C-rations and 
coffee for breakfast. I glanced 
at the gathering of women on 
the front porch and was com- 
menting to Pete Kessey about 
it. There were usually people 
there every morning, but this 
day there were so many they 
had overflowed to the front 
lawn. Among them was a 
small young lad of about 12 
years old, whc was not a mem- 
ber of the Lao race but rather 
was a Kha tribesman. All of 
the people looked bad, but 
this lad looked worse than 
any. He was squatting, shiver- 
ing in the early morning cool- 
ness, draped in filthy rags. 
When I left the house to walk 
down the lane to the hospital, 
he got off of his haunches and 
said, “Koi chep ken kenoi,” 
which means, “I have a sore 
leg.” : 

When I looked at the mas- 
sive infection from an old cut 
on his leg, I wondered how 
on earth he could even walk. 
I asked him through Chai, the 
interpreter, how he had come 
to us. He said he had walked 
two days and two nights and 
had arrived at our house 
around midnight last night. 
Why did a feverish lad spend 
a cold and dismal night squat- 
ting outside my house? “I did 
not think it would be right to 
disturb the American mandar- 
ins while they slept.” 

We started immediate treat- 
ment. Under anesthesia, we 
slashed open the pus pockets 
of his legs and drained them. 
We gave him penicillin and 
antipyretics. We did not put 
on any dressings but let him 
lie in bed on clean sheets, 
allowing the pus to drain out 
of the open tracts. Several 
days later we convinced him 
of the attractiveness and the 
importance of a bath in the 
river, which was just down 
the road a Lit. Even with his 
fever, a bath was imperative. 


We gave him soap and a 
brush and he hobbled on down 
and scrubbed like he has nev- 
er scrubbed before in his life. 
He wanted to please us. My 
boys rewarded him by giving 
him one of their clean T-shirts 
and a pair of khaki pants, and 
they then gave him a fine new 
CARE blanket that he could 
keep. The Kha boy was over- 
whelmed. Rarely have I seen 
a happier boy. He spent the 
next 10 days in our new hos- 
pital receiving antibiotics, vita- 
mins and what American 
nurses call “T.L.C.,” tender 
loving care. This is what he 
devoured more than anything. 
When we discharged him he 
was cured of the staphyloccus 
infection of his leg; and cured 
of the more insidious poison, 
fear. 

While we were in Laos I 
had a small battery-run tape 
recorder. I made recordings 
on this every week and sent 
them to a St. Louis radio sta- 
tion, KMOX. The station play- 
ed them in St. Louis in hopes 
that people there would un- 
derstand a little bit of what 
we were up to. I tried to tell 
the people who listened some- 
thing of this little Kingdom of 
Laos, of the sadness, the 
chaos, the disease. I tried to 
tell the people in St. Louis 
of the children in the area of 
my world. I know many peo- 
ple in St. Louis listened to me, 
because they respond. 


The Basilian club sent me 
weekly boxes of pancake mix. 
This started an increase in our 
standard of living but a de- 
cline in the lining of our stom- 
achs. Peter decided that he 
would fatten the boss up and 
perhaps improve his disposi- 
tion, so he began to prepare 
pancakes for our. morning’s 
breakfast. I am sure he had 
never cooked a pancake before 
in his life. No matter how 
large, how small, how long or 
how quickly he worked, Pe- 
ter’s pancakes always had that 
same consistency—putty. Once 
he had some batter left over, 
so he decided to keep it until 
the next day. But on the fol- 
lowing morning, he found he 
could not use it—the stuff had 
solidified. 

Never in the thousands of 
hours that I had devoted to 
thinking about and planning 
for this mission in Laos did 
I anticipate the depths of mis- 
ery in which we would have 
to work and eat and sleep and 
live. Never did anybody in the 
Washington briefings, in the 
Lao embassy, at the Hong 
Kong lunch or in the refugee 
camps of Viet Nam adequately 
indicate what life would be 
like for us four Americans in 
the tropical jungles of Central 
Laos. I had done considerable 
research on Laos; back in 
America I scoured the public 
libraries, the National Geo- 
grapical Society, the State De- 
partment, the United States 
Information Agency, and every 
other source that might have 
on hand some information on 
the conditions of the country 
in which we had chosen to 
work. I tried to plan my mis- 
sion around the facts that I 
acquired in this manner. How- 
ever, I was completely stunned 
by the conditions that existed 
in the village of Vang Vieng. 


AFTER a few weeks in Laos, 


-a 20-year-old lad named “Si” 


joined our team. He became 
our housekeeper, cook, bottle- 
washer and handyman. 


Our domestic life was a 
life of monotony. It was the 
same every day — long 
lines of sick at the hopsital, 
worrisome diseases, stink, 
and misery. The food we ate 
was also monotonous, Our 
meals were the least attrac- 
tive part of our day. During 
our time in North Viet Nam 
‘we were lucky never to have 
had any serious intestinal 
problems except an occa- 
sional bout of dysentery. 
This was partly due te cau- 
tion on our part and partly 
due to luck. Not being so 
sure of the latter this year, 
we decided to be doubly 
cautious. The Navy gave us 
a large supply of C-rations

to help us in our dietary 
problems. How can one ever 
get diarrhea on C-ration? 


Aside from the first day, 
when sheer agony forced us to 
eat Chinese soup, we lived on 
C-ration for many, many 
months. Pete, whose job it was 
to supervise the cooking was 
a man with a magnificently 
large imagination. Without 
any chef's training whatso- 
ever, Peter was able to con- 
coct a masterpiece for each 
meal. The only complaint was 
it was always the same damn 
masterpiece. 

It was easy enough to joke 
about our food and extremely 
important that we do so. The 
maniacal monotony of our diet 
and the constant problems of 
digestion became terrible 
things, It is strange how large 
and overwhelming such small 
things as this can become 
when you're living in a jungle 
on the edge of the world. In 
order to maintain our mental 
equilibrium, it was important 
to keep high our sense of hu- 
mor. 

As the weeks progressed we 
became more renowned 
throughout the area. We al- 
ways urged the villagers to 
pay us in barter for our medi- 
cines and for the treatment 
that we were giving. This was 
important for their own pride 
and was important for us too. 
It was expensive running this 
mission and I had made ail 
my plans for Northern Laos 
and had brought most of 
my equipment prepared for 
cool or cold weather. As a con- 
sequence of not. being allowed 
to go to the North, I had to 
buy a lot of different equip- 
ment. I was constantly wor- 
ried that my money would 
run out before I ever would 
get to my destination, the 
North of Laos, Any saving of 
money became important to us 
and the simple idea of hav- 
ing our patients pay us in 
produce assumed great im- 
portance. At the end of a day 
in the clinic we would have 
a dozen eggs, several coconuts, 
perhaps a bottle of the local 
whiskey and, if the day was 
good, a scrawny chicken. 

Every morning we would 
hold sick-call at our hospital. 
Then after lunch we would 
load the jeep up with medi- 
cines and hold a “jeep-call” in 
the afternoon. A jeep-call con- 
sisted of two members of the 
team driving to one of the 
dozens of outlying villages 
around Vang Vieng. The jeep 
would be driven into the vil- 
lage with the horn blaring. 
We would park, drop the tail- 
gate, send someone for a buck- 
et of water, and open the 
boxes of medicines. At once 
our portable clinic would be 
plunged into its flourishing 
practice. The people we would 
care for in the afternoons 
were those who were either 


in initial encounter with 


white medicine men. However, 


medical aid and lollipops brings out some big smiles. 


too sick or not sick enough to 
make it to Vang Vieng, per- 
haps a four-hour walk away. 

On jeep-call there was not 
the nerve-wracking pressure of 
misery and confinement that 
we felt in the crowded room 
at the clinic. At least we had 
mobility and a measure of 
fresh air. We knew the im- 
portance of going into the huts 
of these people. Never had 
they seen an American. Never 
had they received white men 
in their homes, and they were 
just as proud of their homes 
as we are. I would estimate 
that we have been in over 
3000 Asian homes. Often the 
insides of these nuts were op- 
pressively sultry and humid. 
Most of them by our standards 
were filthy, and they were 
plagued with lice, fleas, gnats 
and insects. Always in the 
darkest corners there were the 
pot-bellied children, the un- 
dernourished, the malnourish- 
ed, and the miserable. 


We always carried a black 
bag, a must for M.D.’s in 
America and a good idea in 
Laos, too. In the jeep we 
would bring extra boxes of 
combiotic, teramycin, Meals 
for Millions, sterile solutions, 
T-shirts and perhaps some 
candy as . distractions and 
bribes for the young and old. 
A stateside friend sent me a 
boxful of small American 
flags. We had one huge flag 
flying over our house and 
others tacked to medical bags, 
kits and boxes. 

We did not bleat about the 
glories of stateside plumbing; 
we spoke not at all of the 
beauties of Mount Vernon; we 
offered no praise for the dem- 
ocratic system; we did not 
proselytize. There were just 
two things that we identified 


ourselves by. The first was- 


the American flag. And the 
second was the words with 
which we instructed our inter- 
preters to precede every state- 
ment: “Thanh mo America pun 
va ... The American doctor 
says.” We wanted eloquence in 
deeds, not words. 


IN LATE winter I received a 
letter that made me feel like 
a village priest elevated to the 
cardinalate. It informed me 
that the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce of the United 
States had voted me as one 
of their 10 outstanding young 
men of 1956. This brought 
many blessings. One of them 
was that I was asked to be- 
come an honorary member of 
the Jaycees of Laos. This out- 
fit was in its formative stage 
and was composed of leading 
young men of the capital. I 
joined and, at the only meet- 
ing I was ever able to attend, 
the Jaycees asked what they 
could do to help my mission. 
I had come here to help the 
Lao and the Lao in turn were 
offering their help to me, 


The Bridge Deck 


By Florence Osborn 


W. .JOSIAH .NORTON of 
Glen Ridge, N.J., sends us to- 
day’s freak hand on which 
South ran into a 5-0 trump 
split and went down one trick 
at seven diamonds, doubled. 
North first bid seven clubs, 
which is made with any open- 
ing but a diamond, and when 
Norton doubled with the East 
cards, North ran out to seven 
diamonds, 

“Imagine North’s delight at 
hearing the three-diamond bid 
from his partner,” writes our 
contributor. “Sitting East I 
had doubled seven clubs and 
with assurance I doubled seven 
diamonds. I did set the hand 
one trick because on taking the 
opening spade lead in dummy 
declarer led the diamond eight 
to the ace, thus setting up my 
ten for a later trick. We could 
see afterwards how seven clubs 
or seven diamonds could be 
made.” 


Seven diamonds is a tricky 


contract which can best be 
made after looking at all four 
hands. As the cards are, the 
5-0 trump split prevents de- 
clarer from drawing trumps 
and running the clubs. The 
winning play, therefore, is to 
win the five top tricks in the 
side suits—one spade, two 
hearts and two clubs—and take 
all eight diamonds separately 
on a cross ruff. 

Declarer takes the opening 
spade in dummy, cashes the 
ace-king of clubs, ruffs a club, 
cashes the ace-king of hearts 
and ruffs a heart. Then he 
takes the last six tricks by 
cross-ruffing three clubs in the 
closed hand and a spade and

two hearts on the board. 

But this play risks losing a 
club ruff to West, who may 
hold a singleton club and a 
singleton diamond. 


If declarer, therefore, de- 
cides to place East with four 
diamonds and three clubs, he 
will take the opening spade, 
play the ace-king of trumps, 
cash the ace-king of clubs and 
ruff a club. Then he draws 
East’s two remaining trumps 
with the queen-jack of dia- 


clubs. 

But this line of play defeats 
declarer at trick two, for as 
soon as he plays the first round 
of trumps, he has lost the 
chance to win eight diamond 
tricks ona cross ruff. 


Every couple of weeks two 
members of my team would 
take the drive through the 
jungle to get to Vientiane.

Though it was always a 
break to get away from the 
clinic, the jeep drive was a 
frightening experience. If the 
vehicle should break down, it 
was certain that the two men 
would have to have a hike of 
several days in order to get to 
the capital. There was rarely 
any traffic on the road during 
these months. In _ spite of 
Baker's administerings, Agnes 
was limping and lugging her- 
self around, showing the re- 
sult of her ardous and fre- 
quent jeep calls 

One in Vietiane, our spirits 
would climb. Buoyancy and 
humor are requirements for 
men in my kind of work. To 
us the best part of Vientiane 
was the house of Howard and 
Martha Kaufman. Howard was 
certainly the best friend we 
had in the kingdom. He is an 
anthropologist and, to my 


knowledge, the only govern-

the kingdom who has taken 
time out to learn to speak the 
native Lao. He is with Com- 
munity Development Programs 
of the United States Opera- 
tions Mission but unfortunate- 
ly due to “the exigencies of 
a large mission” he is not 
given opportunity to leave the 
capital to get to the com- 
munities. His wife Martha, 
though only about 25 years 
old, was almost a mother to 
us all. Martha never batted 
an eye when we would arrive 
filthy from a many-hour drive, 
timing our entry with their 
dinner hour. Water would be 
ready and we would have a 
hot shower and clean up. We 
always kept some fresh clothes 
in Howard’s dresser. Martha 
would have more food prepar- 
ed and we would sit around 
a table (instead of a crate) 
and sit on chairs (‘instead of 
the floor) and eat a dinner 
(instead of C-ration). 


Months later, when my 
University of Notre Dame 
men joined us and we fre- 
quently said the family ros- 
ary aloud at night, I heard 
Protestant Pete Kessey com- 
plaining to Howard about it: 
“Seems you can hardly get 
to sleep at night, up there in 
the jungle, what with the

I cannot give full praise to 
these three men of mine and 
the two who later joined us. 
These men did the dirty work, 
seldom grumbling and usually 
joking a bit. They were excel- 
lent men in every sense of the 
word. Peter Kessey had a will- 
ing heart and a gentle hand: 
he spoke to the people in a 
Texas-American accent, and 
somehow they always seemed 
to understand. Norman Baker, 
my French-speaking mechanic 
and general man around the 
place, could slap on a. dress- 
ing that was guaranteed never 
to come off; he would sweat 
and grunt but he got it on 
and it stayed on. Denny She- 
perd, who was going on to 
medical school, was brilliant 
and practiced a high caliber 
of medicine. I am afraid Doo- 
ley was a hard taskmaster: I 
frequently lost my temper, but 
the boys persisted. I believe 
that my men showed heroism, 
sacrifice and guts, not in any 
one great dramatic action, but 
rather in constancy.

Using Right to Vote 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12. 


IT HAS ALWAYS seemed strange to me that as a 
people we do not use our right to vote in the great num- 
Jers that one would expect. There are countries in the 
world where people who have the right to vote but fail 
te do so are penalized. In the Soviet Union, for example, 
the people have a choice only in a kind of primary before 
the final slate is made up. Nevertheless, if they do not 
wast their ballot, I believe they are fined. 

In our country, it seems to me, the minimum that a 
s‘izen owes to his Government is to express himself by 
mecret ballot at the polls. It is true that in some states the 
enly important vote is the primary, when you choose be- 
tween members of the same party. In these states, where 
aur two-party system usually does not function, it is 


«portant that everyone vote in the primaries. Elsewhere 
hroughout the country, citizens should vote both in the 
rimaries and in the final election, for where the two-party 
gstem works they will always have a choice between 


garty candidates. 


Since this is a capitalist country, perhaps Sen- 
ator Neuberger was wise in suggesting that we 
should give a tax credit of $10 for political con- 
tributions te our parties. We are accustomed to 
thinking in terms of profit, and perhaps we need 
an incentive. If anything will make the majority 
of our people vote, I am for it. 


"The American Heritage Foundation discovered in a 
gm vey that there are two groups whose voting records are 
@xpcially bad in this country. One is the group of young 
people from 21 to 29 years of age, within which there are 
some 20,000,000 voters. In the 1948 campaign, only 45.9 
per cent of this group went to the polls. In 1954, according 
to the University of Michigan and Gallup Polls, only 44 
per cent took advantage of their franchise. This year, 
from Sept. 1 to 7, we will have a “First Voters’ Week,” 
and that is the time when everyone should urge young 
people to register, inform themselves on issues and candi- 
dates, and then vote in the elections. 


The other group with a poor voting record 
includes the women of our country. Yet there is a 
good reason why women should feel responsible 
for the type of people elected to office. Since 1940, 
women have cutnumbered men in the voting age 
group; in 1956, they outnumbered men by 4,600,000. 


In some areas the women’s vote could change cam- 
paign results. But strange to say, the women’s record is 
proportionately much worse in voting than the men’s. In 
1952, only 59 per cent af the women voted, or 30,500,000 
out of more than 51,000,000 who were eligible. By con- 
trast, 65 per cent of the men voted, or 31,100,000 out of 


49,278,000 who were eligible. 


Our low voting rate discredits democracy and the type 
of representative republic we have chosen as our form of 
government. It discredits us, also, because we have offered 
this form of government to the world as the one which is 
best able to put into the hands of the people the most com- 
prehensive control of their own affairs. 

I hope the young people and the women of our coun- 
try will vote this year and vote as responsible, well- 


informed citizens.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP.) 

YOU NEVER CAN TELL 
where talent will be found—or 
who will be its discoverer. For 
example: 

One evening almost three 
years ago a high school boy 
named Lawrence Welk Jr., 
dropped im for a date with a 
classmate named Dianne Len- 
non at her home in Venice, 
Calif. He found Dianne and 
her younger sisters — Peggy, 
Kathy and Janet—singing 
while they washed the dishes. 


They were good enough for 
television, he later told his fa- 
ther, a gentleman who is some- 
what familiar with both music 
and television. Welk pere 
ducked the audition pleadings 
of Welk fils for a long time 
until one Sunday when he was 
laid up with a cold. Trapped, 
he listened to the Lennon sis- 
ters. Two weeks later they 
appeared’ on the Lawrence 
Welk show (ABC-TV, Satur- 
days, 8 p.m., St. Louis time on 
TV-KTVI1.) 

Today, as regulars on the 
Welk show, they receive about 
a million or something fan let- 
ters a week. Today, when they 
visit New York, you can’t join 
them for a quiet tomato juice 
in a restaurant without droves 
of maternal women engulfing 
the table for autographs. 


Yet an astonishing thing 
about the Lennon sisters is that 
they don’t want a lifetime ca- 
reer as professional singers— 
with a single reservation. 


Asked about that future dur- 
ing their first trip to New York, 
Dianne, 18, Peggy, 17, Kathy, 
14, and Janet, 12, said they 
had no desire to continue in- 
definitely as professional sing- 
ers, with that single reserva- 
tion which Peggy expressed for 
all of them: 


“But we would like to con-

tinue singing just as long as | 


Mr. Welk will have us.” 


Since Welk wants to keep 
them with his organization in- 
definitely and since Welk ap- 
pears destined to remain in- 
definitely on_ television, it 
would seem that the Lennon 
sisters will be with us for a 
long, long time. 


None of the girls has a great 
desire to go to college. Dianne, 
who finished high school in the 
spring, says she has plenty to 
do helping her mother around 
the house in Venice where the 
four sisters have four young 
brothers and a baby sister— 
with another Lennon scheduled 
to arrive late this year. 

None of them reads a note 
of music. 


It’s quite probable | 


that when they appérred with 
Welk in Carnegie Hall here 
they were the first musical ar- 
tists ever to appear on that 
famous stage who couldn't read 
a note. 

Coached by their father, Wil- 
liam, a former professional 
singer who now is a field sales- 
man for a dairy, they rehearse 
daily and informally. Dianne 
usually pitches a song on B 
flat and they work it out from 
there. 

Their success has enabled the 
Lennon family to move into a 
larger house in Venice... But 
there’s not a sign that success 
has spoiled them. As Peggy 
put it: 

“We aren't big in our home 
town. We grew up there and 
have always gone to school with 
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the same kids. They knew us 
and we were good friends be- 
fore Mr. Welk brought us to 
television. We're still 
friends and they just think it’s 
nice we're on television and 
that’s all there is to it.”
